aa h e m ay y et have som ething to 
say la te r in th e session— h as pro 
duced a m o st extraordinary 
im 
pression. 
Congress, w hich h as been none 
too sym pathetic 
w ith 
Coolidge 
proposals in th e past, 
is 
even 
m ore bew ildered th a n ever 
over th e positiveness w ith which 
the p resident h as 
outlined 
his 
position o n fundam ental 
q u es­ 
tions. 
Mr. Coolidge has m ade it 
clear th a t he will veto any bills 
which a re outside of th e budget 
unless, of course, bonds are is­ 
sued or som e o th e r m eans 
pro­ 
vided for raising revenue. 
This 
w arning is being 
discussed 
in 
connection w ith 
naval 
policies 
which o n th e surface appear to 
present contradictory aspects but 
which a re really unchanged. 
T h e president's 
proposal 
to 
build m ore cruisers as 
replace­ 
m ents, as reflected in his A rm is­ 
tice day speech, represents a de­ 
term ination to build m ore ships if 
necessary; but reading 
between 
th e lines one sees a 
confidence 
th a t a naval arm a m en t agreem ent 
may yet be reached which 
will 
make 
ex p en d itu re 
Unnecessary. 
The chances a re th a t Mr. Cool­ 
idge will jiot h av e to pass upon 
this subject, as it m ay go over to 
the extra session. 
K eep O ut of Business. 
Mr. Coolidge is m ore insistent 
th an ever th a t th e 
governm ent 
keep o u t of th e field of private 
enterprise. 
T his is shown in his 
willingness to sign a bill leas­ 
ing the n itra te p lant a t Muscle 
Shoals and also in his statem ent 
th a t the Colorado river flood pro ­ 
ject should leave th e 
electrical 
pow er featu res to private lease. 
T he la tte r proposition has stir­ 
red up a good deal of 
talk 
be­ 
cause it Is believed th a t Mr. Coo­ 
lidge is laying down a 
principle 
from w hich it will be difficult for 
th e next p resid en t to d ep art. Mr. 
H oover h as been in favor of keep­ 
ing th e g overnm ent o u t of busi­ 
ness b u t in th e B oulder Dam pro ­ 
posals it 
h a s 
not 
been 
clear 
w h eth er th e governm ent 
would 
go into th e pow er business lf it 
did not receive a satisfactory bid 
from private business. 
The defi­ 
n ite plan to build a dam but 
to 
lease th e power to private com­ 
panies is a solution which private 
en terp rise would favor as against 
any go v ern m en t distribution 
of 
electrical pow er; but th e opposi­ 
tion In congress to th e leasing of 
power a t Muscle Shoals h as ex­ 
tended over so m any years th a t 
it is d o u btful w hether 
congress 
could be persuaded to construct 
th e dam on any plan except gov­ 
ern m en t distribution. 
This is not 
liked by th e electrical interests 
and they will no doubt fight bit­ 
terly any such projects, so th a t a 
compromise m ay be effected. The

he flourished his em pty revolver, 
" th e r e ’* one 
man 
who’ll 
nevfr 
wreck an o th er hom e.’’ He charged 
Davis had been in tim ate with his 
wife. 
An indictm ent charging m urder 
w as draw n up ag ain st Shippey to­ 
day and will be presented tom or­ 
row to th e county g ran d Jury, the 
sollcitor-general’s office announc­ 
ed. 
Shippey was said by his associ 
ates to have bought 
a 
m achine 
from the Davis 
agency 
several 
m onths ago, at which 
tim e 
the 
autom obile dealer m et Mrs. Ship­ 
pey, and gave her driving lessons. 
The slayer told police Mrs. Ship 
pey had told him of h er relatio n ­ 
ship with Davis and th a t he pre­ 
viously 
had 
w arned 
Davis 
to 
"leave h er alone." 
Today, he continued, he reached 
th e stage of brooding 
over 
the 
affair until he m ade up his mind 
to kill th e dealer and called Davis 
on th e telephone to m eet him at 
th e w arehouse. 
Davis drew up to th e curb in 
his autom obile, inquired for Ship­ 
pey and th e la tte r cam e out. 
He 
was heard to speak a few words 
aa he advanced tow ard Davis, then 
suddenly whipped o u t a revolver 
and em ptied It a t his caller. 
Davis was about 38 years old, 
m arried, and th e fath e r of a six 
year old d aughter. 
T he slayer 
also has a young d aughter. 
He told police he considered his 
wife blameless, th a t "th is mess 
was forced upon h e r’’ and declar­ 
ed he still loved and trusted her. 
Davis, who 
had 
operated his 
autom obile agency for four years, 
was known as a prom inent west 
end business man, had taken an 
active part in civic affairs and was 
a m em ber of the city bond com­ 
mission.

A m erican cities, doing it by tele­ 
graph. 
"A n d ,” he said, "looking into 
the fu tu re, it is not difficult 
to 
visualize th e tim e when one op­ 
erator, sending by wireless, will 
he able to s$t type 
in 
any, 
or 
every, city in the country. 
“ Now tu rn on the motors, and 
i ’ll show you som ething you nev­ 
er saw before." 
The guests looked at two type­ 
setting m achines which stood at 
one end of the room. A turn of 
an electrical switch 
and 
these 
m achines began clicking rapidly. 
They stood alone. Robots facing 
their audience, with no 
hum an 
assistant close by, setting type by 
wire through th e m edium 
of a 
new invention named the 
tele- 
typosetter. 
H mm A utom atic M op 
"T h e possible speed 
of 
the 


au to m atic 
m ethod." 
said 
Mr. 
G annett, "Is probably three times 
th a t of h an d operation. And its 
accuracy is well night perfect.” 
A m an stepped to one of 
the 
typesetting machines, picked 
up 
som e of th e type lines it wuh set­ 
ting, doing so in 
a 
m anner 
to 
“ Jam " its operation 
and 
stop 
the m achine. 
In stan tly , It seemed, the 
Ro­ 
bot which was feeding 
a 
tape 
seven eig h ts of an inch wido to 
operate th e type setting machine, 
also stopped 
running 
and 
the 
tape becam e motionless. 
A red light flared ut the top 
of th e typesetting m achine 
and 
glowed until th e artificial “ Jam " 
was set right. Imm ediately 
the 
m achine 
began 
autom atically 
setting type again. 
"Y ou see,” said Mr. G annett, 
“ we th in k they are fool proof so 
far as tro u b le from stoppage 
is 
concerned.” 
He showed how the tape 
was 
punched at one side of the room, 
which fo r the purposes

dropped $5 to $22.50 a share on the 
panic-stricken

large arm y of spectators through­ 
out th e country. 
Measured 
by 
the 
Associated 
Press averages of twenty leading 
industrials 
and 
twenty 
leading 
rails, which dropped 
$9.45 
and 
$4.38, respectively, it was one of 
the quickest and 
most 
drastic 
shake-outs in recent m arket activi­ 
ty. 
Total sales of 5,422.200 share* 
were more than a million shares 
above yesterday’s total, but 
still 
well below the record of 6,942.500 
shures. 
Opens Irregularly. 


Marking up of the call money 
rate from 9 to 12 per cent, the 
highest level in eight years, started 
the flood of selling orders which 
materially cut down or wiped out 
the paper profits of thousands of 
small traders and 
left 
countless 
others with large 
losses 
staring 
them in the face. 
Many of the 
gains of the last three weeks were 
wiped out iu the last hour of sell­ 
ing 
T he market opened irregularly 
higher, with a sprinkling of issues 
running up $5 to nearly $15 a share 
before mid-dav.

Will Gi v e Protection 
Against Daylight Hold­ 
up Attempts

If any bandits attempt to stage 
a daytime holdup at any °* ^ sca* 
naba’s three banks, they will have 
a difficult task in trying to get 
away safely with their haul. With 
the Installation yesterday of a day­ 
light holdup aJa^ . t_Hy8tein’ 
thf 
banks can get in instant communi­ 
cation with the police and sheriff's 
departments by the mere pressing 
of a button or rail, secreted in the 
various tellers' cages. 
Upon receiving the call that 
holdup is being perpetrated, the 
sheriff’s and Dollce 
officers 
will 
rush to the scene, fully armed, to 
frustrate 
the 
robbery. 
By that 
time too, the members of the vigi 
lantes committee will be aware 
that there Is some trouble at the 
bank and will appear on the scene 
with their rifles to aid in the cap 
ture. 
Bankera, Officers Pleased. 
This system is similar to that 
used in the banks and investment 
houses of the larger cities, and is 
the first installation of its kind 
made in the upper peninsula. Dem 
onstrations of the effectiveness of 
the device were made yesterday by 
■ George 
P.* 
Vanhauser, 
district 
plant superintendent of the Ameri­ 
can District Telegraph company, 
which made the installations. 
Its 
performance was highly satisfac­ 
tory to both the bankers and of­ 
ficers. 
When one or more robbers step 
into a bank, commanding employes 
at the point of guns to hold up 
their hands and deliver the cash, 
the employes can give the signal 
to the police and sheriff s office 
without attracting the attention of 
the bandits. 
The signal device is 
located in each teller’s cage. One 
of the banks has a hand push­ 
button device, another a push-but­ 
ton operated by the foot on the 
floor, and the other a floor rail, 
which requires its 
being 
lifted 
slightly with the foot in order to 
give the signal. This action oper­ 
ates a transmitter, also installed 
in the bank, each having a differ­ 
ent code number by which the of­ 
ficers know what bank is being 
held up. 
Signal Comas In Code. 
At the police station, an auto­ 
matic recording device perforates 
a paper tape, giving the code sig­ 
nal. 
For instance, the First Na­ 
tional bank's code number is “18.” 
which is shown on the tape by one 
hole, followed by a pause or space 
and then eight holes in close suc­ 
cession. 
The Escanaba National 
bank's call is ”222” and the State 
Savings banks is ”333." A bell also 
rings at the same time the tape is 
being punched, attracting the at­ 
tention of officers to the recording 
device. At the sheriff’s office, there 
is no recording tape device but the 
call is made by the sounding of a 
bell. 
The system is so arranged that 
it is impossible to cut the wires 
without attention being called to 
the fact. 
The signals are trans­ 
mitted through 
the 
underground 
telephone cable, and therefore the 
only place that the wires can be 
tampered with is at the bank or 
telephone office, 
lf the wires are 
cut at any of these places, a signal 
is automatically sent to the police 
and sheriff's departments. 
W ith this warning system In 
stalled and the organisation some 
time ago of the vigilantes system. 
to co-operate with the police force, 
the three Escanaba banks are well 
protected, against any daylight rob­ 
bery attempts. The viglantes com­ 
mittee is composed of business men 
who are situated during business 
hours within a short distance from 
the banks. 
Quite a number 
of 
robberies 
have been frustrated during the 
past year by the daylight holdup 
signal system. 
The system also 
comes in particular band when the 
banks want to notify the officers 
of the presence of a forger or 
other suspicious characters.

W ith the increasing speed 
of m odern life, mental defect be­ 
comes increasingly im portant as a 
factor of disturbance.

If an agreem ent is reached at 
the Indiana resort it can be sub­ 
mitted to the National Association 
of Baseball Clubs at a special con­ 
vention or bandied by a mail vote 
of the leagues. 
Any broadening of 
the scope of the draft will be agree­ 
able to the Class “B,” “C” and “ET 
leagues and a majority of the “A 
classes. 
Favor New Amendments. 
The Pacific Coast, International 
and 
American 
Association, 
the 
three “AA” or “big minors” and 
the western, Class "A" now have 
a draft rule limiting selection of 
players by the majors to those 
athletes who have been sent to 
these clubs by the American and 
National Leagues. 
In connection with the passage 
of a resolution today calling for 
the W est Baden conference and 
holding the draft matter in abey­ 
ance utnil then, the small leagues, 
through their spokesman, W. G. 
Branham, president 'of the South 
Atlantic, Piedmont

Carolina, went on record as favor­ 
ing the amendments to the major-

leagues could not be brought to 
approve the amendments, and the

ference. 
Discuss Changes Today. 
If there are changes to be made 
In the operation of the draft they 
will have to be approved by mail 
or at a special convention as the 
next convention will not be held

Tenn., selected today as the next 
convention city. 
Other amendments submitted by 
the major-minor advisory council, 
dealing arith baseball affairs other

these proposed changes deal with 
technical administration. 
At today’s session the conven­ 
tion ruled that the existing terri­ 
torial rights of ten
